SOME OLD RESIDENTS. 


In the Frye sketch of October 23, 
the third generation had become es- 
tablished, thoae of "James passing over 
to Methuen for a while, the children of 
Great John, son of *Ben, living at the 
Enoch Frye homestead, and _neighburs 
n Ghd his brothers across the road, 
who held the estate of *Samuel Frye 
‘}and Mary Aslebee. Mary Aslebee, 
whose sister Rebecca Johnson was in- 
troduced in the story of her brother 
John (the Fryea’ good fortune securing 
two childless uncles, both named John), 
his long-lived sister Mary saw ninety 
years, out-living her sons John and 
Eben, and almost up to the death of 
the other three, Nathan, Ben anu Sam. 
Only one son each to the other two 
houses carried the Frye name down, 
and it looked then as if the five sons of 
Mary Aslebee would secure us a few 
Fiyes in 1896, and any other ancestress 
perhaps could have anchored them; 
but these lovers of wide places and 
scenes of excitement and danger staid 
only a few short years. In 1733, Mary, 
long before her passing, laid out in lots 
her treasures to the boys and girls of 
60, 60, and 70 years. Silver to her 
Capt. Ben of Marblehead, the Great 
Bible to Col. Sam, all sorts of things to 
the grandchildren whose fathers were 
gone, one Lydia Chandler, who had 
married ‘Hezekia Ballard, getting the 
great brass kettle giving her receipt for 
it later. Who can find us the Frye ket- 
tle now? 

Mary Barker, with her Stevens chil- 
dren, whose father Joshua was drowned, 
Phebe Peters and Debora Andrews get 
the ancient garments, whose threads 
have long since parted. The little 
dower of land on Woodchuck Hill left 
from Uncle John’s gift is added to the 
dower of Tabitha Farnum, the widow 
of Lieut. John Frye, who had already 
got through his training days, living 
just between the Iudian outbreaks that 
called for expeditions. *Nathan Frye 
and Sara Bridges of that family who 
seemed to drop on us with Job Tyler, 
when he came back, scared by Indians 
from old Mendon, lost both his lads, 
and of his daughters, a Bailey of New- 
bury, a Swan of Methuen and the Holts 
who went to Suncook swept them away, 
only Hanna Perley over in Boxford, 
Bertha Johnson and Phebe, wife of 
Timothy Osgood, being left to add to 
our military force. Young Asa Osgood 
served throughout the Revolution, 
showing the Frye thirst for glory got 
the: better of the Osgood shrinking 
from blood-letting. But Asa, with 
three wives aud fifteen children chose 
Maine for town building, Timothy his 
brother staying here with Chloe Bridges 
and building houses for his cousins for 
one more generation, the grandchildren 
finding Andover wages too small for 
them a little later. 

*Ebenezer married Elizabeth Farnum 
and died early, leaving her to ask her 
brother Juhn “to help with wisdom and 
prudence” to train up a sturdy young 
‘Ebenezer with three young brothers. 
The estate had a strict entail to the 
Frye family to all time. ‘Elizabeth 
went to Pembroke with Ambrose Gould, 
who as Lieutenant at Bonker Hill died 
a Major. ‘Mary staid with the Far- 
nums, and Jonathan and Hanna mar- 
ried the Wilsons of Witches’ Corner. 
Abiel Abbott says there was a Capt. 
David and a Squire John in the band 
which are to be numbered also if any 
descendant abroad in the land is willing 
to adoptthem. The beloved son Eben- 
ezer camped at Lake George in 1755 
and like many another of our fathers, 
left his frail body in the swamp and 
Elizabeth Kimball here on the farm to 
keep young ‘Ebenezer in Andover, if 
possible. She gave it all up to him, but 
he got tired of making good stone walls 
which seem tobe all he left behind, 
and, as the others had been brought up 
to trades, he got rid of the entailed 
acres and went after Aunt Elizabeth 
Gould to Pembroke rocks. 

All this must have had a drawing 
force on the children of widow Tabitha 
whose sons ‘Abiel and ‘Isaac had called 
in. at John’s death, old Capt. Tim 
Johnson, George Abbott and James 
Ingalls to divide the largest of the Frye 
estates, whose centre was then the old 
Atkins house, with holdings down the 
road to Nathaniel Peters’s and over in 
the Merrimac fields and up the slopes 
of the hilis towards the Centre. Shrub 
Hill, a lot of land in Reading and Scot- 
land District with a mansion to spare 
on it, and much more are counted up 
while youag Aane is growing to 
womanhood; and when the three years 
are out, a young John and maiden 
Tabitha have passed to the father’s 
side and Sam Austin signs with Mehit- 
abel, Phebe’s second husband Ben 
Kimball of Wenham and Hanna’s Jon- 
athan Parker making eleven in the 
long list, who write their names to the 
settlement ‘“‘*made so as to secure a 
lasting friendship between us and 
avoid the inconvenience of law.”” The 
land went but the love staid; and if 
you could read the story of this band 
of Fryes and see how this love grew 


long miles and down the long gaps 


what that means'blood thicker than 
water.” My aunt married one of these 
children of Sam and Mary Aslebee, so 
I learned the Frye heart which. holds 
large and long. 

Anne went to Chelmsford with Jonas 


Clark, the only namesake of Anne the 


efaigrant-who lived to carry the name 
down. Her brother ‘Isaac, buried his 
wife Hannah Haskell from Gloucester, 
in 1740, passed along with baby Tabitha 
the next year leaving six daughters of 
various ages for great grandma Aslebe 
Frye and grandma Tabitha Farnum 
Frye to marry off. The estate was to 
be sold, even the clothes, the gun, the 
long yards of wool cloth and the family 
pew, tosome other Frye (whether they 
wished to buy or not), giving his mother 
her annuity; gthe rest was to be in 
vested to bring upthe girls to earn & 
living after some nice gravestones were 
added for him in the North yard. 
When the last was fitted to cope as a 
spinster with the cold world, the girls 
were to divide the sum remaining with 
what house goods they chose to keep. 

Old Capt. ‘Nathaniel Frye who mar- 
ried three times, never had any children 

ndwho brought up a whole family of 
widow Barnards Osgood’s children 
practiced on there girls first of 
all. Abigael Emery of a Newbury 
family friends of Quakers, and now 
residents of Andover, had joined for- 
tunes with ‘Uncle Abiel Frye and the 
two men, through modesty declaring a 
depreciation of values, were able to add 
1000£ solid totheirincome. Girls with 
a dowry like theirsdid not want for 
chances to keep house, so by the time 
Capt. ‘Abiel had to go off tothe French 
wars, “Naamah had accepted Moody 
Bridges-*Martha with Ebenezer Abbott 
of the Thomas line in North Parish 
had begun to train her Bunker Hill 
heroes, ‘Dorothy went to Fryeburg 
with the great Frye emigrant cousin 
party, ‘Dorcas back to their Haskells of 
Gloucester, Hulda to Haverhill with 
Squire John Osgood while Susanna 
whom Mr. Frye leaves a spinster to 
earn her living, I feel sure Smarried 
Thomas Edes of Reading, unless he 
can find andther Susanna. 

‘Joshua married Mary Dane ata time 
when the Danes were rich, and also 
for the second, his cousin Sara Frye of 
the Methuen line with a great dowry.

More Pleas for Indian Ridge. i 


Among the first and most attractive 


most forty years ago, was Indian Ridge. 
In the opinion of my revered uncle, 
Esq Farrar, it was almost a panacea for 


walk around Indian Ridge. Ifa dyspep- 
tic student (and there were sometimes 
dyspeptic students even iu those days) 
complained of ill health. “Walk ‘around 
Indian Ridge twice a day” was the in- 
variable advice, . 

Visitors who had known him well in 
former years, would calland expressing 
surprise at his vigorous health, in ex- 
treme-old age would ask ‘How do you, 
a sedentary man all your life, preserve 
such health, Esq. Farrar?” “Not wholly 
a sedentary man” he would rep!y, “I saw 
all my own wood, I work in my garden 
an hour or more every day, and I have 
walked twice a day around Indian Ridge, 
for nearly fifty years.’ Indeed so con- 
stantly and so punctual were these walks 
that clocks were set by the minute of his 
passing certain pomts’ as by the old 
fashioned meridian line, that I remem- 
ber seeing in my father’s south door-way. 
In the very last years of his life, the 
second walk was sometimes omitted, 
But until he was more than ninety years 
old, it would be a very hard s'orm that 
would prevent his going once a.ound his 
fayorite circuit. 

I have now in my»possession various 
papers with schedules of distances ‘from 
Esquire Farrar’s gate” to many points 
within three and four miles, surveyed by 
the late Mr. James Eaton, and in his 
hand writing. Among them, was Dis- 
tances from Esquire Farrar’s front gate: 


Entire distance from Esquire Farrar’s 
gate, via. Post-office, Indian Ridge and 
Latin Commons is 8 rods less than 23-4 
miles. 

No stranger had ever seen “‘the lions’’ 
of Andover till Indian Ridge had been 
visited, and one visit did not usually 
suffice. I could not count the lunches 
put up for visitors who wanted to stay 
longer at Indian Ridge. 

I have head that we came within 
twelve hours of owning Pomps Pond, and 
its surroundings throcgh the liberality 
of a late public spirited citizen of And- 
over. He offered a certain price for it. 
The owner thought it worth more. The 
would-be benefactor went home, and af- 
ter pondering over.it through the night, ' 
-went back and offered the owner's puice, 
but it was too late. It was already sold, 
Do not let us deliberate till too late to 
secure Indian Ridge. Our land marks 
are fast disappearing. Who will replace 
the noble avenues of elms, that our far 
sighted founders of fair Ardover planted? 
Long live Indian Ridge as one of And- 
over’s choicest pleasure grounds,

His Accounte—His leculat ons May Ex- 
tent Into the Thousauds—Confesées His 
Wrongdoing to the Officers, 


Boston, Nov. 25.—Edwin E. Mills, a 
young man, employed as a bookkeeper 
by 8. S. Pierce & Co., grocers, on Tre- 
mont street, was arrested last night by 
Inspector Thomas Barry of police head- 
quarters and Chief of Police McNeil of 
Winthrop. 

He is charged with the larceny of 
cigars, valued at $126, during the past 
two months. The warrant charges him 
with three counts. 

It was stated last night by the inspec- 
tors that Mills will be charged with the 
lerceny of cigars and wine to the value 
of several thousands of dollars. 

Mills, who is 28 years old, had been 
employed as a bookkeeper by the firm 
for four years. A few days ago an ex- 
pert bookkeeper was called in and set 
to work on the books which Mills worked 
upon. After working some little time 
the expert discovered that all was not 
right, and he at once notified the firm, 
who in turn notified Chief Watts at po- 
lice headquarters. He detailed Inspec- 
tor Barry on the case, and a warrant was 
+ secured charging Mills with the larceny 
amounting to $126. ‘ 

Last night Inspector Barry went to 
Mills’ home in Winthrop, and with Chief 
McNeil arrested Mills. The arrest of 
young Mills caused a sensation in the 
town of Winthrop, as he was always 
looked upon as a model young man. His 
wife was nearly heartbroken when told 
that her husband had been arrésted; 

The experts are still at work upon 
the books, going back over them for four 
years, covering the time that Mills was 
employed there. The manner by which 
it is charged that Mills obtained the 
cigars and wine is a peculiar one. 

It is charged that he would bring in a 
big order for cigars and wine to the store 
for parties at his home in Winthrop, and 
afterward fix the books in such a man- 
ner that the accounts were always clear. 
This method the police declared he has 
confessed to, and even to having done so 
during nearly all the time he was em- 
ployed in the concern, 


He Killed His Brother. 

Wiscassett, Me., Nov. 25.—Orrin G. 
Mank, alias Mink, of Waldoboro, was 
yesterday sentenced in the Lincoln 
county court to six years in the state 
prison for manslaughter in causing the 
death of his brother, Edwin, last month. 
The trial of Mank ended on Saturday. 
While the jury was considering the case 
he suddenly decided to plead guilty to 
manslaughter, and the plea being ac- 
cepted by the court, the jury was dis- 
charged. The shooting occurred during 
a fight between the brothers, Edwin 
being the aggressor. The trouble was 
caused by Edwin imbibing too freely of 
hard cider. 


——"~ Postoffice Receipts Fall Off, 

Washington, Nov. 25. — The October 
statement of receipts of the 30 largest 
Fostoffices in the country. show a net 
decrease of $43,714, or 14 per cent, 
as compared to October of the previous 
year, and there is nothing significant in 
this fact, as it could be attributed to 
business inactivity in the heat of the 
political campaign. The increase of 
mail carried during a campaign is stated 
by postal officials to be made up largely 
of franked matter, so that there is little 
to offset business listlessness. 


Dr. Giddings Will Stick, 

Montpelier, Vt., Nov, 25.—Dr. Giddings, 
superintendent of the state asylum at 
Waterbury, who has just been declared 
responsible on charges of gross cruelty 
and mismanagement of the institution 
by an investigating legislative commit- 
tee, still remains at the head of the 
asylum,. although there has been a de- 
mand by the people of the state that he 
be removed. Dr. Giddings yesterday 
said that he had decided not to resign, 
and expected to stay where he is for the 
present. 


Boston “oman Insane, 

New York, Nov. 25.—Mrs. Daisy Good- 
rich, the wife of Edward L. Goodrich, a 
wine merchant, doing business, it is said, 
in Washington street, Boston, was re- 
moved to Bellevue hospital last night 
violently insane. She was taken from her 
home, 57 West Fifty-fourth street, where 
she went to live three months ago with 
her husband. Mr. Goodrich divides his 
time between this city and Boston. He 
is now in Boston, and was notified of his 
wife s condition. 


Wou d Ke Pension Agent 

Portland, Me., Nov. 23.—General Selden 
Connor of this city, at present adjutant 
general of Maine, is a candidate for re- 
appointment under McKinley’s admin- 
istration to the position of United States 
pension agent of the district of Maine. 
General Connor was’ instrumental in 
having the Maine pension district set off 
by itself, and as the pension agent of the 
new district won great praise for his 
efficiency. 


“O d Tronsides” Leaks, 

Portsmouth, N. H., Nov. 25.—The old 
historic frigate Constitution, lying~at 
this navy yard, is leaking badly, and the 
fact is known by the navy department. 
Should the present congress fail to pass 
an appropriation to have “old ironsides”’ 
rebult it would not surprise many if she 
met with an accident before spring. It 
is understood that Senator Gallinger 
will introduce a bill to have her rebuilt. 


Willing to Pay a Third. 
Concord, N. H., Nov. 21.—The bonds- 


men of Albert I. Foster, the defaulting

TRUSTED EMPLOYE!JN HUB MARKETS. 


Goes Wrong In Poston and Is Butter Trade Quiet Without

Better Movement Kxpret-.i Alter Thanke- 
giving Rash—Boston Lowest Market In 
the Country—Cneese L:feless —Wool aud 
Live Stuck Quotations. 


Boston, Nov. 25.—Tharksgiving tur- 
keys absorbed the attention of produce 
dealers, and they had no time to give to 
anything else. Nobody wanted to talk 
about butter, and the situation in other 
markets had no interest for dealers. 

What little business there was in but- 
ter was mostly on the basis of last week's 
prices. The tendency on fancy fresh ar- 
rivals vas to higher rates, in sympathy 
with the advance in the west, but sellers 
were in no position to insist upon any 
change. This will come later, when the 
poultry rush is over. 

But the situation here is not favor- 
able for much, if any advance. Trade 
has been light for several weeks, and 
receivers have found it-hard to clean up 
their fresh receipts. Strictly fancy lots 
may have been rather scarce, but these 
form but a small part of the butter tran- 
sactions at this time of year, and they 
seldom regulate the general market. 

The June butter in cold storage is com- 
ing out in fine condition, and giving 
good satisfaction. The fact that over 
9000 tubs was taken out last week is full 
proof that it is being used to a large ex- 
tent for current consumption, and at the 
wide difference in price it will probably 
continue to be used until the best-of it 
has disappeared. 

There was a slight increase in the re- 
ceipts of butter at Boston last week. The 
totals were 15,373 tubs and 13,781 boxes, 
a total of 628,203 pounds, against 606,363 
pounds the previous week, and 663,744 
pounds for corresponding week last 
year. 

For strictly fine Vermont 21 to 22 cents 
was named, but no’sales were reported 
above 2lcents. Jobbers did not ask more 
than 22 cents, and some said it was hard’ 
to get over 21 cents, but buyers must see 
that these prices cannot hold when but- 
ter in the west sells at 21% to 22 cents, 
and in New York at 22 to 22% cents, in 
large lots. A jobbing rate of 23 to 24 
cents would be no more than reasonable 
on the basis of first cost. 

Boston is still the lowest butter mar- 
ket in the country by about 2. cents, and 
while it is probable that it will advance 
a little soon, there is no certainty that 
it will. 

The exports of butter from Boston last 
week were 52,566 pounds, or 939 tubs, 
against 1200 tubs the previous week, and 
200 tubs the corresponding week last 
year. 

There is very little to say about cheese. 
Trade has been light and only small 
sales at 10% to 11 cents, which is the rate 
‘for finest fall make. The October out- 
put is not-showing as good quality as 
the September make. _ 

Eggs were quiet and steady yesterday, 
with sales at 24 to 25 cents for Michigan. 
Fresh eastern 25 to 26 cents, and fancy 
new laid 30 cents. Refrigerator stock 16 
te 18 cents. The cold storage stock was 
reduced 5186 cases last week, and stood 
at 27,055 cases, against 31,108 cases same 
time last year. 

Beans were quiet any easy at previous 
prices. 

Potatoes were a little higher, best sell- 
ing at 50 cents a bushel. 

Apples continued dull. Receipts yes- 
terday 24,583 barrels, about half of which 
were for export, and were delivcred at 
steamers’ dock.

LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Northern and eastern beef cattle—The 
arrivals were light, and the demand was 
fairly active.

Milch cows and springers—The supply 
was fair, and the demand slow. Drovers 
felt satisfied that values would be lower 
before a clearance was effected. 

Veal calves—The demand was active, 
the quality fair, and the values showed 
no change from the current prices of last 
week. 

Sheep and lambs—The supply was 
large and the demand moved slow, Buy- 
ers were not plenty, and they were more 
interested in feathers than in hides and 
wool. A clearance was effected at prices 
showing no change. 

Western beef cattle—The receipts were 
all consigned to home slaughterers. No 
sales were made on market. 

Swine—No western appeared for sale. 
A few country hogs and store pigs were 
on the market. 


THE WOOL MARKET. 


The sales of the week in the wool mar- 
ket have been little over one-half of the 
previous week, but nevertheless the 
market is remarkably strong. One of 
the bright features of a dull week is that 
there has been more demand and in- 
quiry than for a long time, and as a re- 
sult dealers are indifferent as to whether 
they sell wool or not. Territory wool re- 
mains very firm, and the market holds 
strong on the scoured basis of 33 to 34 
cents, although higher prices are ob- 
tainable for staple lots, and 37 cents is 
being held by some dealers. Fleece wools 
are firm, with only moderate sales.

THANKSGIVING TURKEY. 


farious Toothsome: Ways to Prépare the§ 
Delightfal Bird. - 

If you have the spirit of thankfulness 
tm your own beart, and want to awaken 
a corresponding glow in the heart of 
your lord and master, you will serve 
your turkey boned and so get. rid of 
much of the difficulty in carving. 

An easy way to bone a turkey is to 
slit the skin’ down the back with a sharp 
knife, and, raising one side at a time 
with the fingers, separate the flesh from 
the bones until the wings and legs are 
reached; unjoint these from the body, 
and, cutting through to the bone, turn 
back the flesh and rernove the bones. 
The flesh may be reshaped by stuffing. 
Stuff with forcemeat made of veal and 
alittle pork chopped fine, and seacon 
with salt, pepper, sage or savory, and 
the juice of a lemon. Sew in shape, and 
press the wings and legs close to. the 
body, and tie all firmly, so that the up- 
per surface may be smooth and plump. 
Lard the breast with narrow strips of 
firm, fat pork, and bake until thoroughly 
done, basting often with sult and water 
and a little butter. Serve wath a giblet 
dressing, to which has been added a cup 
of strained tomatoes. 

To make a giblet dressing for roast 
turkey, put the giblets and neck in a 
saucepan with cold water and add an 
onion, salt and pepper, and a slice of 
dry bread that has been made very 
brown in the oven. Boil until the gib- 
lets are done, then strain the stock, 
Chop the giblets fine and put them and 
the stock back into the saucepan, dredge 
with a little flour, add the brown gravy 
from the bottom of the pan in which the 

fowl was cooked, after skimming off 
the fat. Serve hot in a gravy boat. 

A good, old fashioned stuffing is made 
by mixing with a loaf of stale bread 
half a cup of butter, an egg, salt, pep- 
per, sage and thyme or celery to taste, 
all brought to the consistency of mush 
by the addition of hot water. 

An oyster dressing is considered an 
improvement upon the old recipe. It is 
made by uduing to half a loaf of stale 
bread crumbled half a cup of butter and 
salt and pepper to. taste, Drain off the 
liquor from a pint of oysters, heat it 
and pour over the bread crumbs; add an 
egg and mix al! the ingredients well to- 
gether. A liltlo sweet milk is a great 
improvement. 

Most delicious of all is a cheatnut 
stuffing, the rich nuts giving a peculiar- 
ly delicate taste to the fowl. To make 
it boil the chestnuts, remove the shells 
and brown skins and mash them. Mix 
them with a few grated bread crumbs 
and moisten with sweet cream, add a 
little butter and season with pepper and 
salt, In filling the turkey do not crowd 
in the stuffing. Sew up the openings 
and tie or skewer the legs and wings in 
shape. Rub thickly with butter and salt 
and dredge with flour. Place in a drip- 
ping pan and put half a cup of water in 
the pan. Use a moderate oven and cov- 
er the turkey with another pan for the 
first 40 minutes. Baste frequently and 

turn the bird occasionally to expose all 
parts to the heat. It should be tender 
and moist and a golden brown all over
